six miles of force main to convey 
a newly developed supply of fresh 
water to the City of St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., necessitating permanent 
and economical construction in 
limited time, with the highest pos- 
sible carrying capacity and lowest 
operating expense. In eight work- 
ing months a reinforced concrete 
pipe line was completed, comprising 

1,550 joints—not one of which 
needed repair—a tight line, with 
the measured leakage less than 10% 
of that allowed in the contract. 
The tested carrying capacity of the 
completed line was very high and 
showed ‘C,’ in Williams-Hazen’s 
formula, equal to 150, assuring low 
pumping costs. These results were 
achieved by the use of ‘Lock Joint’
